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SOCRATES, PENELOPE. AND CATHERINE II. 
It is one of the curiosities of modern civiliza- 
tion that a special Ecclesiastical Court has been 
ponvened in the City of Chicago, in the United 
States of America, in the year 1874, to try and 
determine the question, among others, whether, 
‘under the economy of God, either Penelope, 
‘Boorates, or Catherine II. has been admitted to 
Heaven, and whether the man who suggests that 
Penelope and Socrates have possibly fared 
equally well with the Russian Empress ought 
not to be regarded and treated as a heretic. Let 
us first inquire who were the persons whose pos- 
sible doom is now to be passed upon. 
Walving all doubts, we will consider Penelope 
as an historical As such she is known 
as the wife of wise and warlike Ulysses. 
Though not intellectually as gifted as her hus- 
band, she possessed virtues that have rendered 
her name illustrious as the chaste wife, the care- 
fal, prudent mother, the skillful Regent of her 
husband's kingdom, and as the unquestioning - 
‘ believer in predestination. To her the gods 
seemed always just, and she accepted without 
a murmur the decrees of fate,—which even the 
gods could not reverse nor evade. Her husband 
‘was absent 20 years; she was young and 
- @omely; a Queen, and possessed of wealth; 
be hed innumerable mitors, and, though 
for ten years it was uncertain whether her 
dhusband was living or dead, she neither 
‘sought ® divorce, had a lover, nor consented to 
marry any of her importunate suitors. Sur- 
rounded by crime and corruption, and with the 
vicious examples of all her contemporaries be- 
fore her, she remained to the last the pure and 
devoted wife, the illustrious Queen, and ex- 
emplary mother, 
The next in the list of those whose eternal fate

but whose fame has mantled all the ages that 
~have come after him. Socrates was not a 
- @hristian,—could not have been, having lived 
pearly 500 years before Christ. He was not a 
Jew, and knew nothing of the Hebrew scrip- 
urea. He was a Greek, and has been described 
‘ thus: Wich naturally impetuous appetites, 
it an irascible temper, he has yet been called the 
most illustrious example in history of the moral 
ponscience, and the creator of moral science.” He 
_  ‘bwught all the virtues, and practiced them He 
married, and cheerfully endured his wife's vio- 
ent temper as a course of self-discipline. He 
_ Wass patriot, a soldier, and scholar, and ap- 


a * ., plied his love of country and his wisdom to bene- 
_ §  °. Stmankind. Finally, after « long life of useful- 


ness, he was acoused of heresy, was convicted, 
and was putto death for refusing to recant. 
When his last hour arrived he seemed to have 
had this Chicago trial in his prophetic mind, for, 
in dismissing the friends around him, he said: 
“It is now time that we depart, I to die, you to 
live ; but which has the better destiny is un- 
- known to all except the gods.” His last conver- 
sation with his friends was full of faith in the 
Deity and in the immortality of the soul. 

The Chicago heretic now on trial, in one of 
his sermons, in illustrating a certain point, thus

vened in Chicago is asked to punish as heresy 
the intimation that Catherine, who is assumed 
to have had faith in Christ, fared no better after 
her misdeeds than Socrates or Penelope. Or, to 
put the heresy more distinctly, it is 
sought to punish the suggestion that 
Socrates and Penelope, who never heard of 
Christ, were admitted to Heaven on an equality 
with Catherine II., who had heard of him, and 
who had, during forty years of absolute power, 
violated every chapter of the Gospels. 

It has been the custom of mankind to hold up 
the chaste Penelope as an example to woman- 
kind. Her virtues and her truih have been sung 
in every written language, and during all ages 
she has been considered as a model for all gen- 
erations. Now, we are to have it determined 
ex cathedra that Penelope is not in Heaven, but 
ie, with Socrates, among the damned, while 
Catherine, who served the devil as perhaps 


no other woman did, cheated him of his lawful 


prey by a profession of faith, and is now among 
the elect in the New Jerusalem. The prose- 
cutor may not go so far as to affirm that 
Catherine is actually saved, but he is bound 
to maintain that she. is as well off in the other 
world as Socrates or Penelope. Yet to- make out 
a real case of heresy it is necessary to assume 
that Catherine is in Heaven, and to do this it 
must be admitted that in renouncing the Lu- 
theran Evangelical Church and faith, and accept- 
ing all the essential doctrines of the Papa) 
Church (under a differént name), she had not 
lost her election to the Kingdom of God. She 
wasarigiddisciplinarian. She compelled her peo- 
ple to attend mass, to go to confession, to believe 
in transubstantiation, to recognize her as the 
head of the Cnurch, and generally to believe all 
the doctrines of the Catholic Church. The fol- 
lowers of. Calvin in the Chicago Presbytery can 
only maintain that Catberine II. is in Heaven by 
allowing that she went through the portals of 
the Catholic Church, and that she did this after 
having abandoned Evangelicalism; and this 
they must do in order to establish the heresy 
that good Socrates and virtuous Penélope never 
met as warm a welcome in Heaven as did the 
dissolute. Russian Empress. Heresy is an awful 
thing, and the spirit of Inquisition is as justifia- 
ble now as it ever was. We may not burn, hang, 
quarter, bury alive, or otherwise kill, the body of 
heretics, as was once the fashion, but the truth 
of religion, the cause of Christ, demand 
now, as they always have, that an example 
should be made of the man who will dare to tell 
the children of this day that Socrates and Penel- 
ope, a pair of heathen, are probably among 
the elect on an equality with Catherine II. 


INSULTS ALL AROUND THE BOARD. 

We are fallen upon distressful times. Boston 
merchants, smelling of Long Wharf and cordage 
and halibut, and horny-handed Grangers, with 
hay-seed in their hair and sweet apples in their 
pockets, boldly invade the apartments of the 
White Honse and propound conundrums to the 
President which no man can look upon in any 
other light than as premeditated insults. The 
sequel showed that the President is not.of that 
phlegmatic, imperturbable, cast-iron mold we 
had always supposed. He does not shed insults 
as a duck sheds rain. By no means. He knows 
what belongs to his official state as well as any 
master of etiquette in the effete monarchies of 
the Old World. 

It is only a few weeks ago that the South 
Carolina delegation of tax-payers waited upon 
the President to see if he could not afford them 
some relief from taxes which were stripping 
them of their property and turning it over to the 
rapacious carpet-bagger. They presented what 
an ordinary callous person would call a reapect- 
tul and dignified address, but it insulted the 
President. It smote him sore, it produced pangs, 
and stirred bile which could only find vent in 
his remark to the astonished Committee that he 
looked upon their coming as an insult. Disre- 
garding or disrémembering this deliberate stab 
at the feelings of the President, next came a 
Boston delegation of merchants to protest against 
inflation, and the very first thing they did was 
to insult the President, In pursuance of the 
resolution passed at Fanenil Hall objecting to 
the policy of paying the bonded debt before it 
was due, while leaving the demanded debt (green- 
backs) unredeemed, they opposed the purchase 
of United States bonds with the surplus from the 
Treasury. The Boston gentlemen, in the sim- 
plicity of their souls, had found in the Act to 
Strengthen the Public Credit, approved March 
18, 1869, a provision that none of said interest- 
bearing obligations (bonds) not already due shall 
be redeemed or paid before maturity, unless at 
such time United States notes shall be con- 
vertible into coin at the option of the holder.”

A CHANCE FOR MORTON. 


has asked for more greenbacks and hasn't got 
‘em. Moreover, the refusal has been accom- 
panied with the statement, put in diplomatic 
language, that Mr. Morton is an ignoramus in 
finance, is blind to the true interests of the 
country, is trying to break plighted faith with 
our creditors, the promises of Congress, and the 
pledges of party, and is, moreover, disioyal to 
the first representative of the Republican party. 
How else shall we interpret the President's 
declaration : | 

The theory, in my belief, is a departure from the 
true principles of finance, national interest, national 
obligations to creditors, Congressional promises, party 
pledges on the part of both political parties, amd of 
the personal views and promises made by me in every 
annual message sent to Congress, and in my inaugural 
address, N 

This crushing rebuff must make the Indiana 
Senator very unhappy. He is without honor, 
save in his own State, That community, as he 
claima, seems to regard national lying and 
national bankruptcy as the proper aims of a 
statesman. No such pent-up Utica, however, 
can give Mr. Morton's powers a satisfactory 
field. He needs a national arena in which to 
play gladiator and stab the public credit. We 
have discovered the place for him. Let him 
emigrate to Italy. 

The land of the sun is his Canaan. In the first 
place, its financial logic is of the school of Lo- 
gan, in which Mr. Morton is such an adept. 
When Secretary Boutwell spoke slightingly of 
Italian credit, the insulted country said, in its 
Parliament and through its press: Amer- 
ican credit is bad. You're another. 
Therefore Italian credit is first-class.’’ 
When a London newspaper mildly sup- 
ported Mr, Boutwell's assertion, the ready 
reply was: England had better not talk about 
financial irregularities. Did not Edward IIL, in 
the fourteenth century, get 635,000 gold florins 
fromthe great bankers, Bordi and Peruzzi, and 
then refuse to repay them? Therefore 
Italian credit is first-class.” Such log- 
ic sounds familiar. Its duplicate can 
be found in the debates in favor of the late la- 
mented “Act to Put the United States into 
Bankruptcy.” Italy would suit Mr. Morton, 
again, because she makes money on her printing- 
presses. In 1872 she had a deficit of $54,600, - 
000. In 1878 it was $80,600,000. This year it 
is $48,000,000. But the presses click merrily 
on, and the paper they print is legal 
tender. What an Elysium for an American 
inflationist. The one thing that has 
been wanting to complete it was the 
direct repudiation of some of the national 
obligations. Even this bas now been done. 
Italy has imposed upon ber creditors various 
stringent obligations that were unthought of at 
the time her loans were made. She has, more- 
over, taxed the interest on her bonds 13}¢ per 
cent. . This is straight repudiation, on a par with 
Mr. Mortun’s plan of paying our bonds in green- 
backs. Nothing more is needed to make the 
Senator happy. Let him go at once. If he 
wishes company, the country can spare Logan. 


CONSCIENTIOUS DYSPEPSIA.

That excellent lady, 
in her letter of “Appreciation and Encourage- 
ment to the Women of America,” gives it as her 
opinion that “the great American malady is the 
malady of the stomach. _Conscientious people 
become dyspeptics. Non-conscientious people 
become drinkers.” She thinks “the appetite 
for drink is not necessarily made by drinking, 
but in nine cases out of ten it is created and cul- 
tivated at our tables—in our children—by the 
use of pepper, -pickles, mustard, spices, hot 
bread and pastry, raw meat and grease, and, 
above all, by the use of tobacco. Thecry of a 
depraved appetite, an inflamed stomach, is al- 
ways for something stronger.” 

Madame Loyson urges us to go to the root of 
the matter, which in this case is no mere figure 
of speech, for she would have us give more at- 


leas to the cultivation of rye. “‘ Instead of rye 
for whisky, raise grapes, that pure, native 
wines may be used.” This is certainly very 
seasonable adyice to give in Switzerland, and to 
take in America, but what will be Madame; Loy- 
son's astonishment when she learns that those 
who have assumed the leadership, or perhaps we 
should say the editorship, of the temperance 
movement in this country, are in as much of 
a ferment and torment with reference 
to the. “pure, native wine which 
she recommends, as they are respecting the 
‘‘ poisonous whisky which she reprobates and

THE FOURTH PRESBYTERIAN CHURCH.

In that case,.the prosecu- 
tion can take an appeal to the Synod of 
Northern [llinois, which is composed of 
several Presbyteries, including that of 
Chicago, This Synod may, probably will, 
overrule the Chieago Presbytery. In that case 
an appeal lies from the Synod to the General As- 


judging from the general character and spirit of 
the prosecutor, that au acquittal Chi- 
cago Presbytery will not be accepted as concla- 
sive, and that, to secure a conviction, the case 
will be taken to the Synod, and even to the Gen- 
eral Assembly. Here comes in the significance 
of the action taken by the Session of the Fourth 
Presbyterian Church. In case of an acquittal by 
the Chicago Presbytery, and a subsequent con- 
vioction by the Synod, what is to become of the 
Fourth Church? TheSession of that church will 
have either to recant its recent declaration, or 
separate from the Presbyterian denomination. 
We have hadacase like this in the Cheney 
secession. The adherence of the congregation 
and local government of Christ Episcopal Church 
to the pastor led to a schism, not only in this 
State, but elsewhere. Is a like result sought in 
the Presbyterian body? Can it be avoided, if 
the prosecution of Mr. Swing is persisted in? 
Is not the separation of the Fourth Church an 
inevitable consequence of the conviction of Prof. 
Swing by the Synod of Illinois, or by the General 
Assembly? and will the separation be 
confined to the Fourth Church?’ Will it 
not be as extensive as the sympathy and 
agreement among church-members with Prof. 
Swing in the Presbyterian body? Is it not, 
therefore, a matter for careful consideration 
whether this supposed heresy may not be so 
‘magnified by the prosecution that it will end, not 
only in driving out the Fourth Church, but in be- 
coming exceedingly widespread and extensive? 
If the object be to reduce the number of Fres- 
byterian churches, and the number of Presby- 
teriaus within the jurisdiction of that Church, 
then it 1s possible that the Swing trial may lead 
to a much wider schism in the Presbyterian body 
than did the Cheney schism in the Episcopal 
Church.

Parker, he remarked toa friend. If any one 
writes my life, I think it will be George Ripley ; 
he, better than any one, understands my philos- 
ophy, and what I meant to do.” But the per- 
sonal life,” said the friend; who will write 
that? When one has achieved such a character 
as yours, we long to know what elements have 
been wrought into it.“ That life,” he answer- 
ed with deep emotion, “cannot be written. I 
have been asked to employ these few remaining 
months in preparing an autobiography.

In answer to the eager demands of friends, a 
biography was brought out, as soon after his 
death as practicable, by John Weiss. It was pub- 
lished at an unfavorable time, in 1863, when 
‘men’s minds were distracted over the fate of the 
country; and every other interest was neglected. 
It was, in addition, too bulky for general circu- 
lation,—being in two volumes,—-and too much 
given to correspondence and prolonged discus- 
sions. A more compact life wag desired; one 
that would give a clear, bold sketch of the man, 
devoid of superfluous accessories and details.

| HAS NOT YET BEEN MET. 

There is still room for a third biography; one 
that shall be compassed within a duodecimo vol- 
ume,—the most convenient and attractive of all 
book-forms,—and shall tell the plain, unvar- 
nished story of Theodore Parker's life in a sim- 
ple and flowing narrative, which the multitude 
will read with easy comprebension. 

Mr. Frothingham has resolved, the character 
of bis subject into its various elements, with 
minute and pains-taking analysis, and there left 
it to the ingenuity of the reader to reconstruct 
again. Itisatrying task, which the many will 
fail of accomplishing, and will turn from with 
an incomplete sense of what the man, Theodore 
Parker, really was, and of the exact work he 
actually performed.

All these years of his minority,in which his 
father’s house was his home, were years of severe 
toil on the farm. Sometimes in the last of them, 
he had worked twenty hours out of the twen- 
ty-four for several days together. Always, from 
his childhood, he had voluntarily labored beyond 
his strength, thereby impairing his constitution, 
and inducing future disease and a premature 
death. But he was born a worker, with a goad- 
ing impulse to do whatever he undertook, cost 
to himself what it might. In 1831,—five months 
before he attained his majority,—he engaged as 
-an assistant in a private school in Boston. He 
was set to teach more than he knew, yet his de- 
ficiency was never suspected. By incredible toil 
he swiftly acquired the knowledge he must im- 
part, and a vast deal besides. He studied ten or 
twelve hours a day, and taught six or seven. 
Nature revolted at last against such demands, 
and, at the end of the year, with reduced health, 
he left Boston and opened a private school in 
Watertown. : 

Life there was more wholesome, and, though 
work and study were stili unremitting, the oon- 
ditions were more tolerable. His school was 
flourishing, and the two years he gave to is were 
fruitful in pleagure and profit,

ENTEB THE MINISTRY, 
Mr. Parker went to Cambridge Divinity School 

n April, 1834,—a few months before the close of 
the Junior year. He had saved from teaching 
about $150; the beneficiary fund gave him about 
as much more; and the remaining sum needed 
to meet his light expenses—for he had well 
learned the art of economy—was gained by les- 
sons to private pupils. To his class, numbering 
eight, belonged John 8. Dwight, the well-known 
musical critic, and C. P. Crouch, the poet-artist. 
At this time be was marked by a restless ambi- 
tion to excel, an exuberance of life, an ingenu- 
ous modesty, and an honesty that knew not how 
to lie. 

His reading was enormous; He literally de- 
voured books, rapidly going through with huge 
and venerable tomes which none seve the 
bibliomanis so much as knew the names of. 
The titles are given of sixty-five volumes, in 
German, English, Danish, Latin, and Greek 
which he read within two months. His studies 
in above twenty different languages, ancient and 
modern, were pushed go far that he made a more 
or less complete acquaintance with their litera- 
tures. Throughout his life, his achievements in 
scholarship were equally amazing. His investi- 
gation of every subject presented to his mind 
was the most thorough possible; no stone was 
left unturned which might conceal se fact. 
Whatever was the task before him,—sermon, 
lecture, essay,—he prepared himself for it by 
research over the entire ground it covered. On 
one occasion, he was to read an easay upon Mo- 
hammed, before the Oriental Society,—« com- 
pany of eight or ten persons, meeting annually 
in Boston. As preliminary work, he refreshed 
his acquaintance with the Arabic and Spanish 
languages, and then proceeded to read through 
a series of volumes relating to Mohammed, 
which, standing on end, side by side, covered 8 
length of eleven fect in his library. After en- 
tracting the pith from each one of them, he felt 
qualified to attempt the essay. It was after this 
manner that he worked invariably. 

HIS MEMORY WAS AS EXTRAORDINARY 

as his faculty of acquisition. It grasped with 
hooks of steel all that was committed to . 
Thirteen years after his first visit to Europe, be 
wrote to a friend in Venice, Please look at the 
‘Viaggi di Giovanni Gabota’ (or Gabotti, or 
Gabbotti), in the Ducal Library, and give me the 
exact title. It used to be the corner book in the 
corner of the library next the Canale Grande, 
on the lowest shelf. The book is in no catalogue 
in America, and men say there is no such.” A 
friend once asked him ‘‘where Dr. Lord found 
the fact that the black Africans were descended 
from the Canaanites.”

A NOBLE INSTITUTION. 


Something About the Found- 


lings’ Home. 


The Baby Inmates, and Their 
| Mothers. 


Hew the Establishment Receiyes Its 
Support. 


The New Home--Its Need of Furniture-- 
An Opportanity for the Benevolent. 


In my travels through this great city, I acci- 
dentally met, at a house where I was visiting, a 
washerwoman who appeared so cheerful and 
contented at her work that I made some remarks 
upon her happy disposition to the lady who em- 
ployed her. | 

“ You will be surprised to learn,” said the lady, 
“that she has passed through heavy troubles. 
She is a widow, and the mother of five children; 
the youngest was born after her husband's 
death. It was a sweet, bealthy-looking chiid,— 
such 8 one as any mother would be praud of; 
but this one, fearing that, if she kept her baby, 
she could no longer provide for her other chil- 
dren, carried it to 

THE FOUNDLINGS’ HOME 

when it was a few weeks old. She has so much 
confidence in that institution that she thinks her 
child will have better care than she could give it, 
while its absence will enable her to support her 
other four children. At the same time, she says 
that nothing but the fear of not being able to 
provide for her family would have induced her 
to part with her babe.” 7 

This aroused my curiosity, and prompted a 
desire to visit the Home; but a multiplicity of 
duties iuterf to prevent my visit to that in- 
stitution, until my attention was again called to 
it by another circumstance, and I determined to 


make the long-deferred call. 


Accordingly I started out on a tour of inspec- 
tion on Monday morning,—a morning when no 
house is expected to be in apple-pie order, 
especially if the Sabbath is strictly observed ac- 
cording to the commandment which forbids all 
hinds of work on that day. 

I am well aware it was hardly fair to visit any 
public institution, and more especially an insti- 
tution devoted to young children, on Monday 
morning; but I had my reasons for so doing, 
andI went. I was cordially received and cheer- 
fully conducted through the Home, my guide 
saying that she . I would make allowances 
for Monday morning; which I aésured her I 
certainly would. But, in looking over the house, 
I thought she might have spared all ex cusea, for 
eve ing appeared to be 

IN PERFECT ORDER ; 
and, as it was about the time that children take 
their morning-nap, the most of them were 
eweetly sleeping. They had all been washed 
and dressed, and they looked very lovely in their 
‘little cribs, except when too crowded, as in some 
instances, for want of room. Four sweet litile 
faces peeping out from under the cover in one 
crib is not an uncommon sight, as the present 
Home is too small for its inmates. 

Some of the little ones are fine, healthy-look- 
ing babies; while some are little, diminutive, 
sickly children. My attendant informed me that 
many were sick when they were taken th 
some past seagate ( while with g 
— — grow into thy boys girls. She 
pointed out to me one which was very sick when 
takenin, but was now a fine, healthy child. 
When p s came there fora child which they 
wished to adept, they invariably made choice of 
the healthiest-looking one, which left the sick 
ones constantly on their hands. Very few chil- 
dren remain in the Home } 

OVER NINE MONTHS, 

as they are usually taken into families before 
they reach that _ = The oldest child is now 2 
years old; but he is an exception, being the on! 

one of that age; all the ethers are tnder 3 
months. The girls are all taken into families 
before the boys. The majority of people who 
desire to achild prefer a girl-baby, and a 
healthy female infant does not remain long in 
the institution. 


The Home receives all little ones brought to its 
doors. They are all made welcome, no matter 
how or from what source theycome. One was 
shown to me that was left on the door-step that 
very morning, only afew hours old. Some are 
brought in with the message, The parents are 
dead, and there ig no one to care for it.” A 
mother comes and says, as did the one who first 
attracted my attention to this institution, I 
have other children and no husband. I 
cannot take care of my baby.”

When 
a is given away, it is to a family who is able 
pecuniarily to provide for it, and can give it a 
Christian education ; and the Home reserves a 
claim to tue extent that it can at any time ro- 
claim the child, if not properly treated. 

But this institution has N feature of its own 
which must commend itself to every Christian 
man and woman:
